An alarming increase in the,
number of motorcycle acci-
dents in Los Angeles County
has been reported by Super-
visor Burton W. Chace.
“Motorcycle accidents have
increased 127 per cent dur-
ing the past five years and
are producing a greater num-
ber of injuries and deaths per
accident than other motor ve-
hicles,” Chace said.’

Chace, who is chairman of
the County Road Department,
cited figures developed in a
study by the department. The
